j with slaveholders. The “minutes of these 
| associations,” including twenty-five churches 
in Hinois and Missouri, were sent to the wri- 
|ter by the Rev. John M. Peek, and contain 
a circular letter vindicating the ground taken 
by our denomination generally on commu- 
nion, But some part of the letter has refer- 
ence to slaveholders. 


And from this we pre- 
sent an extract, which we are sure will inter- 
est our readers. 


In the early settlements of this country, and 
upon the first start of the Baptists in Mlinois, 
nearly twenty-five years since, some of the 
churches adopted principles which they be- 
lieved consonant with the word of God, to re- 
ject from membership those who possessed 
the spirit, and were in the practice of uncon- 
ditional, hereditary, and perpetual slavery. 
But even in these principles, provision was 
made, under certain restrictions, and limita- 
tions, so as notto exclude from membership 
such as were opposed to the spirit and prac- 
tice of slavery, should they even be in posses- 
sion of slaves, yet prevented by unjust laws 
from emancipating them, as may be seen by 
our books of records. With the spirit and 
practice of SLAVERY, we ‘are certainly not in 
fellowship; yet we do not wish to shut our 
brethren, who make it manifest that the spirit 
of slavery does not reign in their hearts, and 
influence their conduct. 

It is also alleged that we broke off from the 
‘ Hlinois Union,’ and thus departed from the 
principles on which the union was formed. 
The Hlinois Union as it was called, was an as- 
sociation of Baptists formed in the early set- 
tlemnent of this country, 1807. Some of the 
churches were opposed to the principles of 
perpetual, hereditary slavery, believing it to 
be contrary to the spirit and doctrine of 
Christ—that it was unjust and oppressive, and 
that it tended to destroy moral obligation on 
the part of the slave, except unconditional sub- 
jection to his master. That as free born citi- 
zens of America, and members of the redeem- 
ed family of Christ, we were bound to set our 
faces against it, and that in consonance with 
these principles we deemed it inconsistent to 
open an indiscriminate correspondence with 
Baptist Associations in slaveholding States. 
With this understanding the Union was formed, 
and for atime maintained in harmony, until 
the year 1810, when a part of the Union were 
for forcing the rest to open a correspondence 
with the slavehoiding Baptists in Kentucky, 
against the principles upon which we united. 

In our views and practice there has been no 
substantial change. We retain the same 
principles that we did before the division took 
place; and what is worthy of particular no- 
tice, we have identically the same principles, 
that long afterwards churches possessed when 
they were received into the Ill. United Bapt. 
Association, and which they continued to 
possess after being thus united. 

From what we understand, a large number 
of Bapt. churches in Indiana, Ohio, and prob- 
ably in other free States, have long been act- 
ing on principles similar to ours. They de- 
cline correspondence with Associations in 
slaveholding States, without subjecting them- 
selves to the reproach of disorganizers or 
schismaties. In this, they infringe upon the 
right of no one; even those who differ from 
them on the subject, can claim no authority 
to compel them to open a correspondence 
with all Bapt. associations and other religious 
bodies, under pain of censure, or charge of 
disorder. Those who have made the most 
complaint against us on the subject, have 
denouvced those Baptists with whom they 
pretend to be in union, in no very sparing 
terms, for engaging in Missions, Bible Socie- 
ties, Sunday Schools, &c., when, if we are 
rightly informed, a very large majority of the 
Baptist denomination are engaged in these 
charitable and benevolent works. They, 
certainly, have no right to complain of us for 
declining to correspond with Associations 
where slavery is admitted and justified, while 
they debar from communion and Christian 
fellowship those who are connected with imis- 
siouary societies. 











Dropping Members. 


Mr. Epiror,—I noticed in your excellent 
paper a query on'this subject. I really hope 
that some star will soon arise in the East 
directing its rays to this point. If I mistake 
not, it has more than once been asked what 
is meant by dropping members. But as one 
who has been guilty of participating in this 
offence against the decorum of the churches, 
I will simply state what was meant by it in 
one instance. 

A brother had gone out from us to try 
his fortune upon the mighty deep; nothing 
had been heard from hit for a considerable 
time, nor was it probable that any thing 
would be heard for a long time to come. 
We knew not that the brother was guilty of 
any crime for which he should be excluded, 
and yet we did not wish to make a false 
statement to the Association, by swelling our 
number with the names of those of whom we 
cannot know whether they are alive, 
worthy of the Christian name. 

Now sir, permit me to ask, whether such 
should be reported excluded, or dropped, or 
should sti!l be numbered with our acting mem- 
bers? We vote to drop them until they re- 
turn to us again. If you say, exclude them, 
then for what do you exclude them? Can 
you prove that they have violated any of the 
rules of membership as laid down in the 
gospel? If you say, count them, then how 
long shall we continue so to do? Suppose 
we never hear from them; must we then 
always retain them ? 

Now I wish to know whether it is the 
custom of churches generally to include in 
their numbers, those members of whom they 
know nothing, know not whether they are 
acting for Christ or against him; and how 
jong, under circumstances the most favora- 
ble, must members be absent, to prove that 
they are either dead or are unworthy of a 
place in the church?

ExLoauvENceE or Nature, and other Poems, 
By S. Dryden Phelps. Hartford: G. Robins. 
1842. 

This volume commends itself not a little, by 
the tasteful style in which its contents are 
arranged and printed. The printing is equal 
to Dickinson’s or Damrell’s best, and what is 
yet more deserving praise, the author it is said, 
employed his own hands to set the type. Who 
is he then? A Hartford printer? Not at all. 
He is a youthful aspirant in Academic halls— 
an undergraduate of Brown, who writes for 
pleasure and publishes for profit. He does not 
ask you to read hie book—gnly buy it, and 
thus pay for his dinner, that he may have 
strength to work out another problem in Euc- 
lid, and translate a page or two more of 
Horace. Let it be observed then—every man 
who buys a copy of Phelps’ Poems, helps a 
worthy and industrious student to pay his bills 
at college. As to the merit of the pieces, we 
can testify that we have worse poetry sent to 
us to be printed every week. We meet with 
some lines to which we think we might suggest 
an improvement—but as they are already 
printed, and that too so beautifully—we shall 
let them pass. Several of the smaller pieces 
are admirable—better than many in Griswold’s 
compilation, and worthy of a place among the 
best.—It is usually, we think, unwise, for a 
young man to publish before he has completed 
his studies, but in this instance we have con- 
cluded to let the motive excuse the act, and 
cry to the author—‘*Good cheer!

“SacRAMENTAL Winr.’’—Matthew A. 


Berk, a highly respectable and intelligent Jew- 


ish convert, informs the Editor of the Maine 
Temperance Journal that the Jews, at the 
Passover and all other feasts, invariably make 
the wine themselves. They make it in this 
manner. They take one pound of best Musca. 
tel raisins, open them and take out the stones 
cr seeds, place them in a stone jar, and pour 
on them three quarts of boiling water; cork and 
cover the jar lightly, put it in a warm place 
and let it stand 3 or 4 days; the contents are 
then strained or filtered through brown paper, 
made in the shape of a tunnel, and if they wish 
to have it the color of common wine, a little 
brown sugar burnt until it is quite dark, is 
added, a table spoonful of which will give it a 
very beautiful color; for they consider all other 
wines to be mixed with leaven, more or less, 
and this wine will generally keep about a week 
without fermenting.

A 
young and ardent man or woman, who 
should read them all through, and sym- 
pathize with the tone of feeling, would be 
about as much injured as any supposable 
combination of fictitious influence could 
injure. 

What a deal of talk was made in Eng- 
land years ago, on the publication oi 
Rousseau’s Heloise; and yet was it a 
whit worse than Ernest Maltravers, Al- 
ice and Falkland?
